Disarmament 
T ia becoming the habit of 

Mr Khrushchov and Mar- 
shal Bulganin at diptomatic 
receptions and garden 
parties (o throw out half- 
taunting, half-inviting — re- 
ferences about diaarmament, 
but everything they have 
said to date, oa well as the 
contents of thelr diplomatic 
notes to Britain, France, 
Germany and America, have 
fniled to acknowledge the 
solld renlities of the dis- 
armament problem. ' 

For tho time being the burden 
of thelr argument is that 
the Soviet Union has 
demobilixed 600,000 men 
and js going to demobiliza 
another 1,200,000; there. 
fore, in order to retleve 
world tension the other 
powers should follow sult. 
However Russia, apart from 
Chinn which has received no 
note from the Kremlin, 14 
the only power which has 
nearly two million spare 
men to demebilise. When 
the process is complete it 
will, according to the best 
available estimates, only 
bring the Soviet forces down 
to the present level of tha 
US forces-—romething less 
than three million, In 
general |t is only dictator- 
ships which can afford to 
maintaln forces: above 
requirements 

yp contrast, democratic 

governments which are 
answerable to taxpayers find 
it almost imporsible to keep 
moro men under arms than 
their commitments neces- 
aitute. Therefore, they are 
only ablo to make drastic 
cuts out of thelr furces if 
their commitments are re- 


duced, which is to say if 
the international situation 
changes. 

“It remains one of the essential 
and realistic 
the Western powern 
there must be some settle 
ment of political issues 
before any arreed disarmn- 
ment on a large scale can be 
expected. ronically, — al- 
though Russia has officially 
rejected this viewpoint, Bul- 
ganin’s Intest note illustrates 
how impossitle it in to 
diverce disarmament — from 
other political issues. 

It is the Russian Premier's 
opinion that since the 
Soviet Union is going to 
reduce [ts forces in Ger- 
many, ihe Western powers 
should do likewise as a step 
towards the withdrawal of 
all foreign forces; this in 
turn would contribute to 
the eventual reunification 
of Germany, Thus the 
Sovicts ure now seeking to |} 
reguin the initiative in 
Europe by suggesting that 
German unity can  some- 
how be achieved by  dis- 
armament and, of course, 
the dissolution of NATO. 
But tho division of Europe 
which called NATO into 
being still exists; and as 
long ns that is so the com- 
mitments of the North 
Atlantic Treaty allies can- 
not be substantially re 
duced; nor cnn their forces.

SOVIET TEST 
LOCAL COUNCILS 


The Soviet Government is considering giving 
voters an opportunity to choose between a number 
of different candidates at local Soviet elections, 
usually well-informed sources said today. 


This move, representing ao 
radical change in the hither- 
to established procedure of 
Soviet clections in which 
the choice rested between 
approving or rejecting a 
single eandidate list, is 
understood to be a step to- 
wards “democratisation” of 
the Soviet Government, 

Although is3) far such 
clections are only intended for 
local Soviets (councils), these 
sources sald it was diMcult to 
see how once Initiated = they 
could be prevented from 
eventually spreoding all the 
wiy up to the Suprome Soviet 
(Parliament).
